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HISTORIC CROSSING 


The problem of the American army wa 


to get across (he Rhine. It never had been 
done in modern times. A great bridge nea 
Remagen was (lie key to Germany. Tha 
bridge, for the time Ixing, was what a cor 
respondent called "perhaps the most valuabli 
bridge in the world." It was such a situation 
as that of the legendary bridge in the early 
history of the Roman Empire, when famous 
Horatius and his friends saved the day. Ant 
now there were men of equal temper for this 
task. 


They were Sergt. Alexander A. Drabik 


of Toledo, Ohio, lirsl man to set foot on the 
east bank of the Rhine, with 10 riflemen 
behind him, and Lieut. Emmett Burrows of 
Jersey City. To them goes the main credit 
for taking and holding the great bridge so 
that the Allied forces might move across the 
Rhine and drive on to Berlin. Here, in brief, 
Is Drabik's story. 


"Lieut. Carl Timmerman told us to go 


across the bridge with the first platoon lead- 
Ing. I have the first platoon of a rifle com- 
.pany. We fought our way through Remagen 
to the river and were about 200 yards from 
the bridge. I had lost all track of time. The 
first platoon on the bridge was held up by 
fire from the eastern end. I yelled to my men 
to go across, firing into the tunnels at the 
other end. 


"They took cover Ijehind the girders, some 


lying on the bridge floor. We ran down the 
middle of the bridge, shooting as we went. 
I knew if I kept moving they couldn't hit me. 
My men came in squad column. Not one man 
was hit. We had a machine gun squad coming 
behind us to clean out the funnel in the hill, 
but not firing, for fear of hitting us. I don't 
remember any details. 


"I kept thinking if we could keep the Ger- 


mans on the run and win out, we could cross 
the Rhine on their own bridge. I didn't think 
much about them blowing up the bridge 
while we were on it. I figured anything could 
happen. All I was worrying about was get- 
ting over and organizing the other end, so 
we could get our armor and men across. 


"We got past the towers and the first 


platoon cleaned them out. We left the Ger- 
mans in the tunnels lo the machine gunners. 
We ran down about 200 yards, and I got my 
men into skirmish line to hold the enemy if 
they did come. We took cover in some bomb 
craters. Then we just waited for the others 
to come in. That's the way it was." 


It sounds simple. But right there the tide 


of war started pouring the Allies across the 
Rhine and within range of victory.

On Danzig, Gdynia 
Hit Moravian Gap

(o t 35 by 20-mile area around 
Danzig and Gdynia. 


He was speeding his assault on 


these two ports with an impa- 
tience which suggested that even 
larger parts of liis armies might 
soon be freed for the climactic 
battle along the Oder. 


Already, the Germans said to- 


day, 
the Russians were broaden- 


ing their attacks east of Berlin. 
Four rifle divisions, with tank 
support, attacked repeatedly on a 
broad front between the two Oder 
river fortresses of Kuestrin and 
Frankfurt, the German radio said. 


Lbnl Successes Claimed 


Probably taking advantage of 


the regrouping process on the Rus- 
sian side, however, the Germans 
claimed a number of local suc- 
cesses. 


They declared they had smashed 


back over the Warthe river into 
the new part of Kuestrin, 40 miles 
east of Berlin. The Germans say 
a furious battle has been raging 
for seven days with Kueslrin as 
ils focal point. 


From Stettin the Germans also 


reported armored counterattacks 
which knocked out 28 Soviet tanks 
and regained a bridgehead on the 
cast side of the Dievenow river, 
a link between Stettin Bay and 
the sea. 


Berlin denied that the Russians 


had been able to gain a foothold 
in Altdamm, the Stettin suburb 
across the Oder from the Baltic 
port.'
